EAW HILE, the conservationist cause w as grow- 
g stronger and in 1887 the first real conser­ 
vation m easure was achieved with the establish­ 
ment of a division of forestry in the D epartm ent of 
A griculture. In 1SSS an irrigatio n division was 
set up under the secretary of the interior who 
was given power to w ith draw reservoir and ir ri­ 
gation sites from private entry. 
Congress also granted funds 
for surveys of 
arid w estern lands which since have revealed th a t 
most of the plowlands on the great plaiDs had pass­ 
ed into “ private ownership, largely speculative” . 
Subsequent congresses, often hampered the.se 
ventures, but they continued to wax in im port­ 
ance. Then in 1897, Gifford Plnchot was made 
chief forester and for 13 years led the N ational 
Conservation fight which gave him fame. In 1902 
Senator Francis G. N ew îands of Nevada at last 
put through his famous 
Reclamation 
Act, by 
which money was to be used for recovery of arid 
tracts for the benefit of home seekers. 


I 


N 1907 Roosevelt called a conference of gover­ 
nors to consider the best m eans of guarding and 
preserving the natural resources. All the im po rtan t 
officials in W ashington were summoned In— and 
aa m any scientists as were w ithin call. The re ­ 
sult w as the N ational Conservation Commission, 
composed of politicians, scientists and Industrial 
leaders, which later recommended th at rem aining 
public lands be classified by mineral content and 
disposed of more intelligently. Congress provided 
opposition to the commission, even refusing Roose­ 
velt's request for $25,000 for its expenses. 
T heft of the public lands continued, but so t 
so openly— and strong means were being taken to 
check it. In Roosevelt's adm inistration, 234,000,- 
000 acres of forest land, coal land6, 
phosphate 
lands and w ater power sites were w ithdraw n, most 
of this to become the natio n's property. 
T aft, however, appointed Richard A. B alling­ 
er secretary of the interior. The latter soon was in 
a bitter fight w ith the conservationists, w-ho charg­ 
ed th a t he was wrecking th e forest and reclam a­ 
tion 
services. W ithin a m onth he 
had restored 
3.000.000 acres to entry, b u t the protest of Pin- 
cbot and bis friends 
wan 
so deafening 
th a t 
Taft w ithdrew them again.

Child's Food Must Meet Rigid 
Te>ts. 
A baby’s life is filled with dan­ 
ger. 
No m atter 
how 
well and 
strong the Infant, there are many 
troubles which must be overcome. 
When the b a b y grows old enough 
to wean, or when for any other 
reason the mother rau;' 
submit 
her child to bottle feeding, there 
are many dangers to guard against. 
The common substitute for mo­ 
ther's milk 1« cow's milk. 
But 
cow’s milk differs materially from 
moth? r'a milk, therefore, lt must 
me “modified.'' 
T h at 1?, additions 
must be 
made to give it 
more 
nearly the 
qualities of 
human 
milk. 
The protein content is greater 
than that of mother's milk. You 
can s' • 
why this is; 
The baby 
calf grows more rapidly than the 
hum an baby and on this account 
it m ust have the building m ater­ 
ials which th e proteins supply. 
Another difference 
lies in the 
quantity of -ugar. 
M other's milk 


contains fifty per cent more sugar 
than cow’s milk. 
These difference« arc liable to 
cause serious trouble if clear cow’s 
milk is given the baby. 
That is 
why such milk must be modified 
to adap t it to the baby's require­ 
ments. 
Tho 
unfamiliar 
quantities of 
protein would cause tho cow’s milk 
to coagulate into hard curds in 
the stomach. 
To overcome thi.% 
gruels ar? added to the milk. They 
act to break up the mass. 
Milk sugar must be added to 
supply the deficiency of sugar, and 
water is poured In to establish the 
proper proportions. 
The general principles involved 
in modifying cow’s milk are indi­ 
cated by this formula: 
To sixteen ounces of milk ar> 
added twelve on cs of barley w a­ 
ter, or some other gruel, a tea- 
spoonful of sugar and a pinch of 
salt. 
Under 
certain

lime w ater is another essential ad­ 
dition. 
I have told 3 ou many tim es with 
what care the ut»_nslls m ust be 
cleansed and how necessary clean­ 
liness is at every stage of the food 
preparation if the 
safety of 
the 
child Is to be guaranteed. 
In this 
connection when I use the word 
“cleanliness,’’ I 
mean 
the 
satm 
cleanliness demanded by the sur­ 
geon in preparing for an opera­ 
tion. 
It is a degree of cleanliness 
which means freedom from germ 
infection. 
To this end everything 
used m the process must be thor- 
oughlly boiled. 
W hen tho milk Is modified and 
ready for the baby, the supply 
must bo kept In such a way as to 
prevent the growth of the germs 
of fermentation. 
Therefore, 
the 
prepared milk must be kept cold. 
At no time m ust It b?* permitted to 
rise above 40 degrees temperature. 
If it does, h a rm may result.
